Congress, stiinulated by the large 
immigration to that country because? of 
the Klondike gold discoveries, appropri- 
ated $10,001) for the purpose of making 
the experiments referred to, which have 
been conducted by Prof. O. Georgeson, 
the siieeial agent of tin- bureau of ex- 
lieriuient stations. The jirofessor has 
just returned from Sitka, where he made 
his lieadiiuiirters during his stay in 
Alaska, anil be brings int<M-esling ri'- 
ports of the possibilities of the soil in 
the vicinity of the capital of the coun- 
try. I'rof. (ieorgesoii succeeded in 
growing and maturing oats, barley, 
Ihix, potatoes iiiid a luimher of vege- 
tables. He also planted grasses jiikI 
clovers, which made considerable growth 
ill the eoinpnrativcly slmrl season they 
were in the ground. It has been con- 
tended that oats, barley, lliix, (!tc., could 
not be matured during the season, and 
good potatoes could not be produced, but 
till- experiments show to the contrary. 
The pot!iloes v.ere of a very desirable 
iptality, and some of them wore brought 
to this city and tested, and found to b(? 
superior in many respects to those 
grown in this vicinity. 

Reservations of land for future experi- 
inents were made in the vicinity of 
Sitkaiand Kadiak island. . Some experi- 
ments: w^ere also begun In the storage 
of forage plants in silos for feeding the 
animals during' the winter season. Next 
vear the experiment will take a wider 
range, and will include those f6r the 
feeding of United States animals on the 
native forago plants.

It', ii.s we iK'lieve, it will 
on .Inly ,1st, 181)1), l)o liD.OOt) more, the 
province is entitled to $-18,000 of an in- 
crease in subsidy. 

We couecdo at the outset that 'under 
the strict letter of the Terms of Union, 
no cliiiin for increiise can he imuiu un- 
til t!H)l; hut no other province has hceii 
held to the strict letter oC the law, and 
we are at a loss to understand why a 
differ .-nt rule shoiUd be applied to Brit- 
ish Oolunihia. Demands for better 
term;-; have heeii freiiuent from the other 
I>r»vinces and liave Ihhmi coiupliiHl with 
in many cases. If we are not mistaken, 
Manitoba received an addition to its 
jumual subsidy between censuses, tlie 
reason licinK that its population had in- 
<,Ti'asod more rapidly than that of the 
•other provinces. The original arrauge- 
rapnt between the four provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, Now Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia was based upon a knowl- 
•edfje of the 'conditions existing there 
The growth of population was steady 
and not very rapid. It was substan- 
tially alike in all the provinces. There- 
fore it was feJt that there would he no 
injustice to either of them in providing 
that the annual subsidies should lUl he 
increased at the same time. No great 
influx of people was expected to dis- 
turb the equilibrium between them. In 
"Manitoba the case was different and, as 
we have said, the difTorence was recog- 
nized. The increase in ]?ritish Coliun- 
'bia warrants its recognition here. 

An additional reason is the exception- 
ally largo per capita amount 'paid into 
the federal treasury every year by the 
])cople of this |)rovince. This is at least 
;.^15 per head on a iiopulatioa of 100,000. 
if we include the duties paid on goods 
consumed in this province and pur- 
■ chased from Eastern wholesale houses.- 
Moreover, the increase will continue. 
There is hardly room for doubt that by 
1901 liriiish Columbia will have nearly 
250,000 poi)ulation. There surely is 
;great injustice tlioretoro in confining the 
province for ten years to a subsidy 
Tbasod upon the population of 18!)1. 

That our estimate of population for 
July 1st, ISO'J, is not excessive, appears 
reasonable. We oiEer- the data upon 
which that opinion is based:

'in the above estimate nn inllux of 
lO.OOO people into the AtJin and Stildne 
districts is anticipated, and wo do not 
think this at all excessive. There are 
upwards of 2,0(X) people! now iu those 
parts of the province who have gone in 
since this time last year. No one sni>- 
iwses that less than \0,()00 people will 
go into Atlin alone next year. There 
will undoubtedly be many to go into the 
Stlkine country. Our estimate for the 
probable increase In Kootenay between 
.Inly Ist, 18!)1, and .July 1st, 1800, is, 
we are satisiieil, small. The construc- 
tion of the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
will alone odd several thousands. On 
the whole, we believe the total will bo 
found to be rather under than above the 
mark. Some may think that we have 
put too large a population down for Vic- 
toria and Vancouver. The directories 
and the school attendance warrant the 
ligures ■ given, but even .'ulmilling that 
they m'ay be a few thousands too hi^:li, 
there is margin enough in the other 
parts of the province to make up for it.

We do not believe it will ho re- 
fused at Ottawa. ^Yc ask nothing as a 
favor. The request is simply for justice. 
We are not unmindful of the remark

A JUDICIAL^ A^*OMALY;; /' 

The Colonist does not desire to sny 
anything calenjated to relleet upon the 
jmliciary of the province either collec- 
tively or individually but it cannot help 
thinking that the spectacle just jiresiMil- 
ed of election cases being disposeil of 
by a judge who was an active partizan 
in the recent; contest ..la.fBot edifying. 
"\^'o are far from desiring to intimate 
that .Tudge Martin will not endeavor to 
ilisaliuse his mind of any political pre- 
judice, or that ho will not succeed in do- 
ing so. We do not venture to suggest 
that he will make any decislon'iin any 
matter which ho ought not to have made 
or which any judge in the world would 
not arrive at under thp' same state of 
facts and law. The reference is solely 
to the public aspect of the matter. 
.Iiidge JIartin was a very active parti- 
zan (luring the late election. lie had 
a perfect right to be so. This does not 
dlsipialify him in any way from sitting 
as a- ju<lge in the election eases. We 
mean, of course, legally dis(iualifying 
him. But his sitting in that capacity 
does not produce a good inii>ression up- 
on the i)ublic mind, and it would he 
very much bettor if he could see his way 
clear to pcnuitting other members of 
the bench to take such cases. In mak- 
ing this observation, the Colonist re- 
peats that it fully admits that ,ludg<' 
Martin will undoulitedly exercise his 
judicial functions without any desire to 
favor either one party or the other. 



THE SUGGESTED 

iii!:DisTunn;Tio\. 

There is some talk at Ottawa of a 
general redistribution bill being introduc- 
ed into parliament at the forthcoming 
session. The phraseology of the B. N. 
A. act upon this subject is important. 
It is as follows: 

On the completion of the census in 
the year 1S71, and of each deeennial 
census, the representation of tlie four 
provinces sh.ill be readjusted by siicli 
authority, in such manner and for such 
time as the parliament of Canada from 
time to time provides. 

The section then gives the basis of dis- 
tribution and after that soys: 

Such readjustment shall not take effect 
until tlio termination of the then exist- 
ing parliament. 

We submit that this provision will not 
warrant in disturbing the distribution of 
representation throughout Canada as a 
whole until after 1001, and we very 
gfoatly fear that it may prevent justice 
being done to British Columbia by giv- 
ing us another member. The question 
is not whether the parliament of Canada 
ought to have llu> riglit to alter the boun- 
daries of constituencies and the number 
of members at any time it sees fit, but 
whether it has the power to do so. The 
distribution of members between the sev- 
eral constituencies was fixed, so far as 
the original provinces of the confcdor.i- 
tion were concerned^ by the B. N. A. act 
itself; and so far as the other provinces 
wore concerned by orders of Her Maj- 
esty the Qucen-in-council, wbicli by the 
terms of the B. N. A. act has for this 
purpose the full effect of an net of the 
Imperial parliament. This distribation 
enuld only be altered in accordance with 
the provisions of the B. N. A. act, for 
the parliament of Canada has no original 
powers, I)ut only such as are derived 
from the above act. Under the section 
above cited it would perhaps be possible 
for parliament, if it should see fit after 
any decennial census, to provide for the 
readjustment of representation at any 
time during the next decade, hut this has 
not been done. In 1872 and 1892 re- 
distribution acts were passed in pursu- 
ance of the census of the previous year, 
and Uiis having been done, and no pro- 
vision having been placed in either of the 
acts for any other than a decennial re- 
adjustment, we submit that parliament 
will be hold to be functus officii in the 
preniises until 1901, 

We do not contend that parliament 
might not in 1802 have provided for 
changes in the representation of any 
of the provinces to bo made at any time 
thereafter and before the next census. 
This power is probably given l)y the 
authorization of a readjustment "by 
such authority in such manner and for 
such time a.s the pirliamont of Canada 
from time to time provides." This lan- 
guage is general enough to cover any- 
thing that parliament miglit desire to do 
"on the comi)lotion of ii decennial cen- 
sus"; hut we submit that it confers no 
power to do anything that has not been 
provided for by legislative enactment "on 
completion of a census." 

We reach this conclusion with some 
T egret, because it seems to render par- 
liament powerless to do justice to Brit- 
ish Columbia b,v giving an additional 
nienilier to Kootenny, to which its popu- 
lation clearly qntitics it, and would feel 
very much pleased to be S)iOTvn that, in 
this regard the view taken above is incor 
root.

(!nnsiilerable uneasiness is felt in tills 
city because of ,Tnmos Bay bridge. The 
imprajfiionl prcyjiiUs' to, a .very gencrdl "do 
groe that'the structure is unsafe.. .There 
is no wnrnint for this Idea in anything 
that the engineers have said; but with 
the rolnt Ellice disaster fresh in mind, 
it is not surprising that people rofiiso to 
be • satisfied with export assurances. 
Kveryoiie admits that the useful life of 
the bridge is limited to a few months, 
and a good many people think it is tak- 
ing chances to tru.st to it now, 

The trafilc over the bridge is very 
great. Only thos^, whqse business 
takes them frequently across it, hove on 



adequate idea of the number of teanjs 
constantly crossing. These with the 
street cars and the immense pedestrian 
travel form a very groat aggreg.-ite. So 
far as the street cans are conciiriied, pos- 
sibly the nianagemont do not know it, 
:but;i#iis|.ttue.irieyerthele8s^^t they lose 
cbnsidl&t'able 'money by reason of the un- 
willinguoss of people to cross the bridge 
in the cars. We admit at once that this 
fear is without present good ftuindation, 
but the poiiit is that it exists. 

The car lino should be removed from 
the bridge at the earliest i>ossible day. 
If the lino is laid around the head of the 
liny, it will he bettor for the publi(.' and 
better for the conipaay.' No one will 
be injured in any way. The bridge it- 
self, should. be_ replaced only by a^solid 
filling. If tliis, matter 'does not receive 
altciitioii before the next assizes, tliei-e 
will doubtless be a strong effort to se(Mirc 
a present men t from the Grand .Jury that 
will close, the bridge to the electric cars. 
Wo are stating the matter exactly as, it 
exists, and hope that the managemenl 
of the company will take notice of the 
feeling of the jieople on the subject. 

l''rom recent despatches, it appears 
that the relations between the United 
States and Spain are again at a very 
critical stage. If it is true that Spain 
contemplates breaking ofi" negotiations, 
there is r.ause for anxiety. Xo sane 
man supposes for an instant that, if tlie 
war is resumed, there can be any other 
iliaii ope result, if the Spaniards are left 
to light i'i out alone. This would mean 
harder terms when next an effort was 
made to arrange thorn. No one can 
understand this bettor than the govorn- 
niont at Madrid. Therefore the conclu- 
sion is almost forced that some power U 
behind Spain. And yet it is dilllciilt to 
see what nation w.oidd be willing to in- 
tervene. For these reasons, wo are in- 
clined to doubt the correctness of the 
desiiatches which attribute to the Span- 
ish eoiiunissioncrs iin intention to with- 
draw from the conference. 



Now tliat Mr. .T. X. rerraull is to 
represent Canada at the Paris Exposi- 
tion in 1000, it would be timely for him 
to tnko the public into his confidence 
and explain that romarknble item in hi's 
exponso account, when on a similar mis- 
sion in 1870. The item is:

Certainly Annie was not an expensive 
young person. But what was she? She 
was not a cook, for there are two items 
for the cook, one of .?15.00 and another 
of $10.00.

FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

A Now York Lecturer Returns Home 
After Interesting Travel. 

Mr. F. R. Robertson, a lecturer from 
New York, who has been visiting the 
Philippine islands and making a study 
of the life and customs of the people, 
arrived yesterday on the Northern Paci- 
fic steamship Olympitt and will leave to- 
d.iv for Sou Francisco, where he will 
deiiver the first of a series of lecturer 
He brings no late news from Admiral 
Dewey's forces and the proposed sale of 
the islands for ?40,000,000 was some- 
thing he had not heard of until yester- 
day. His trip, however, was most inter- 
esting from an educational standpoint. 
His impressions were altogether different 
to what he expected. Then> is no doubt 
but Dewey is one of tlie greatest Am- 
erican heroes, he says. He is not only 
a strategist and diplomat of the first 
rank but peculiarly the right man in 
the right place. Before the islands arc 
everv brought under American subjec- 
tion "blood will have to be spilt and much 
of it, he thinks. Apart a'togethcr fmiii 
Spanisli and American interfeicMice there 
i-! constantly internal strife and disorder. 
Outside of" Manila to-day the natives 
are lighting among tlu'inselves and burn- 
ing villages just as they did long ago. 
But this disorder is not all which Am- 
ericans will have to contend with in tlie 
event of llie islands being turned over to 
the United Stales. There is the climate, 
whicli ho fears, will work on th Ameri- 
can as it does on the Britisher in India 
and elsewhere. 

-Mr. Robertson had a personal intei-- 
\iew with Agiiinaldo. the insurgent 
Iritdcr, in wlticji tlic latter sttid hQ voukl 
like to see the American protectorate 
over the islands but did not think that 
his followers would agree to such a 
government. Agttinatdo' appeared to be 
a fine fellow and Mr. Biobertson • wna 
greatly surprised to find among his reti- 
nue men who are all graduates of some 
of the loading colleges in Spain, Tlieir 
residences in Manila are all very' elegant- 
ly furnished, and on Tisltlng them one 
is reminded of Paris or New York. Pic- 
tures of the great masters of music are 
to be seen, on the walls, the finest oar- 
pets on the floor, a Steinway jiiano in the 
corner and all other furnishings to cor- 
respond. Where the assembly meet in a 
town about IM.") miles from Manila is 
also an interesting place. The legislators 
can be seen here in European dress 
working like senators. During his travel 
.Mr. Robertson secured photographs of 
historic things and people and n great 
number of Interesting soavenirs.

IRKIGATION . EJjTBKPJRISE.. ^ 

Proposal to Add n Large Tract to the 
Productive Area of British 
Columbia Interior, 

I''rona tho Kainloops Standard. ^ 

Onaof the most iniportuut Echemos for 
the bcuL'lit of the fortunate owners ofi 
property on tho west side of the Nor^li 
Thompson river and the sharelioW-crs of 
the eoiieeru iu particular, is that in the 
hands of tho Thomiisou Valley Power 
Coinpauy. 

Last week Mr. Pilsworth, 'CJ.E., re- 
turned to town after having made a 
complete survey of a ditch for the pur- 
pose of irrigating, that the cuuipany pro- 
pose to bring from .iamicsou creek to 
Itoper's meadows. 

The work, which at first npivcitrod to 
bo an e.xiiensive undertukiug, ou closer 
investigation into the details ajipoiirs 
not only cjuite feasible,. but by iio menus 
expen.sivo. 

According to the i>roposcd plans of the 
coiii|iany a cribb dam is to be placed 
across .liimiosDU civck iit a suitable 
pluee, which has been found. The size 
of ■ the dam will be about 450 feet iu 
itMigth. It will .stand about l!5 feet high 
and will be faced with stone. This will 
form jiu artificial lake of about 20 acres 
in extent and about 1- feet deep, 
giving a storing power of 00 mUJion gal- 
lons of water, plenty for the stee..of the 
coiuiliy to be irrigated; while the situa- 
tion of lli<! dam will allow of 160 feet 
fall, auijile to cover ii largo surface with 
water ftir Irrigation. If, however, 
that should not be enough, another re- 
servoir can he made obove the first iuid 
of eipiiil size and capacity. Tliis addi- 
tion, however, is not likely to be want- 
ed anlcss a suburb to Kaniloops should 
spring up on the oUier side of the rivex. 
.laniiesrm cre(!k will supply enough 
waior to tlu,' end of August iu an ordin- 
ary year, eonseiiueiitly the reservoir will 
on'ly'have to be dra^vn upon during Sep- 
tember and October. 

The ditch by which the water is to 
bo convcved will be about 1(1 miles long, 
about 4 feet at the bottom and with the 
usual slope o( a foot and a ImJf to .one. 
The nature of the ground through 
wliicli it will run on investigation has 
'lieeu fDund to be very favorable, and 
it is not antici|)ated tliat more than a 
nuarter of a mile of iluniing will be re- 
iinireil at the utmost. 

The next project ou the cards of the 
conipaiiy, which shows thi' business-like 
wnv iii'wliicli they have gone to work, 
is the (|U('stiiiu of the carriage o£ the in 
creased output of IIk^ country to be ir 
rigated, so tliat not only will the laud 
be iiiiirc productive but that the pro 
ducts will be more saJeable. . , ... . . 

It is proposed to run a light tramway 
as far as .lamieson creek wiOl connect- 
ing lines .so that produce can be placed 
oil board at tho ranches and delivered at 
tho C.P.R. freight sheds at n. minimum 
of expense and n maximum of speed, an 
udvontoge which cannot be too highly 
estimated. In order to .bo this of com se 
the necessary' power has to be obtained 
for it goes without saying that electric 
cifrs will be used. For this purpose the 
'J'rnnqilillc river will be hari-.essed. 
Some short distance above its mouth 
there is a. gorge into which a ilain can 
bo easily built that will hold enough 
water to produce more power than is 
likely to be reauircd for this district for 
some time to come. And with an SO 
foot fall, which can easily he obtained 
and with a '.Jl-S-inrli pipe 2,3!)0 h. p. net 
can ho obtained. It may bo ultimately 
that the city will lind it cheaper to buy 
its power from the company instead of 
maunfacturing it itself, as is done at 
present. .„ , 

The above scheme, however, will de- 
Iiend in a nieiisun; ou the building of 
the bridge, and it cannot be too strongly 
pressed upon the government the urgent 
necessity of its construction, as should 
the Kch'eme unfolded above materialize 
tlie benelit to the settlers on the west 
side of the North Thompson river can 
not be over-estimated and the increased 
taxable value of the property will more 
than e(uiipensnt(? the government for any 
reasonable outlay. 

What the result of the Scheme will be 
can onlv bi> conjectured. The present 
unproductive flats can be made to yield 
an enormous quantity of marketable 
products. 

As the miuiiipr industries increase the 
demade for fruit and vegetable of all 
sorts will increase in proportion and the 
land' that now 'is practically valueless 
for iCYCnue will provide for u number 
of smnll farms. Grapes for wine, aud 
melons, apples and fruits without nuin- 
ber will he produced, and the well 
tliought-of project of ljuilding a tram 
wiiv through the whole of the district 
will oaalile the fortunate growers 
market their stuff at a minimum cost 
and a saving of time. 

J'^rom a fiiiiiiieial point of view tlu: 
idea is splendid. Such schemes in far 
less favored places have repaid- their ad 
venturous promoters a good Interest 
and not just as a speculation but as a 
permanent investment. 

The late gdvenimeiit were very anx- 
ious tf> eiieourage just sucli ventures, us 
the advantage to the country is unque 
ticjiied. The late premier even went so 
far as In unilertake. should such 
sehemo he shown to be feasible and pro- 
fitable to bring hi a lall guaranteeing 
the pavmont of interest on , tlu,' stock of 
such e(Hiipany for a limited period. _ in 
order to eiiuble tlie necessary capital 
to he easilv obtained. It is sincerely to 
be horK'd that the present government 
will make a similar offer. It would not 
cost the counlry anything, but it would 
increase the we.-iltli of the country im- 
mensely.

In all 
probability many would have been tram- 
pled to_d''"t'» 'If t'"' '"■•''t turn in the 
narrow passage out.side the court room, 
and the gallery crowd would have con- 
verged on the others in the dark passage 
below it. 

In addition to this, the main heating 
furnace of the building, from which 
alone a Sre lyould .arise, is almost imme- 
diately below .;the; ^.bne and;, only stair- 
case, ill a-basemdnt' without ony plaster 
ceiling— merely the . bare dust-eovcred 
timbers of the floor above. A suddou 
down-draft and a'puff of flame into the 
collar, ns anyone knows is possible, 
might be sufflcicnt to cause a fearful 
calamity. Provided this happened when 
the building was empty, probably few 
would regret it, as many incouvenieucos 
couhl Ihi'ii be rectified, but as the un- 
welcomi'd more freipiently hapiieiis, I 
trust .voii will excuse me for calling at- 
tention to it.

Alleged to'-lEEdve/' BTokcn Away From 
Her Charter and .Wrongfully Traded 
on Her Own Account. 

The litigation growing out or (he fnil- 
nre of the Seiittle-'i,'ijk()n Stei'.iiiship 
c(uni)any lias (aken'.iv licw' thrii in'' a 
libel for .ffilJ^OOO on the stencier Pro- 
gl'ctJo, liled irl the Federal court at Seat- 
tle by FJetcjier T. Coulter, as receiver 



of the steamship company, better known 
as -'The Big Square Route.'- .The 
steamer was at the coal bunkers, and 
was taken in charge by a deputy mar- 
shal. 

P»eccivcr Coulter claims that the own- 
era of the Bteamshii) Progreso are in- 
debted to the couipiiay i'l .the sum of 
i^U^.OOO. He recites tho chilHOr by tho 
Seattle-Yukon Steamship company of 
the Progreso to ply between ,gcattlo and 
St, Michael and return for th*! . sum of 
,■525,000. It is charged that Capt. Gil- 
bov, masted of the Progreso,;. took pos- 
Bcrtsilon'of the stieameci -teprescntlng tho 
owners, ou her ftTClval at St.,.Mlehnel; 
that he vlolated the terin8;of.(the charter 
thereby und collected large simis of 
monev for passage by ocean and river 
teamcrs bclonghig to the. Seattle-Yukon 
Sti.'iimship colripany, amounting in all to 
.'i!2.-j,000. , . , 

It is further charged in the complaint 
that Oapt. GillKiy seized some 300 tons 
of coal belonging to tho steamship com- 
pany, ^and sold the Slime at a profit of 
.^2,C00. It is also alleged that the slcam- 
sliip company had e.\peiulcd .'j; 10,000 in 
making alterations on the Progreso, so 
as to make her iiilo a passenger stijam- 
shii), including cabins, furniture, bed- 
ding, crockery, etc.. all of which arti- 
cles, it is alleged, the iiiasicr of the Pro- 
gr<'so has seized, although they were 
claimed as property of th(' steamship 
coniiiany. 

'J'be liiial account in the bill is for 
!?IK,000, alleged to be the net profit of 
Ihe Pi'ogrcso's trip from St. Michael to 
Si'iittle, which the receiver claims should 
go lo the steamship company under the 
charier agreement with the owners of 
the Progreso. 

The I'rogreso w:is released by the 
nnited .States mai'Hhal on her owners 
liliiig a bond in the sum of li;70,000. 

SERMON TO PARENTS. 

Itev. Dr. Campbell' Speaks on Snnday 
Evening "on Parents' Duties. 

l!ev. Dr. ("'ampbcll on Sunday evening 
gave a ]iraclical address to parents from 
2 Sam. : 20— "r)avi<l relurned to bless 
bis housi'hold." lie said that the Fourth 
Cpmmaudment shows that the hea<l of 
n home is responsible not only for his 
famil.v, but also for the servants and 
visit<irs in relation to the observance of 
the principles of Cliristiiinity. Great 
stress w-as laid on religion in the home, 
and ti>e obligation on parents to have a 
family altar, around which the 'family 
should gather for worship. He de- 
iilorod the sad fact thi^t in many Chris- 
tian homes "tlie family altar Is in ruin. 
It is true that parents cannot convert 
(heir children, b^t' (hey can use the 
means of grace, and (bid has promised 
to bless the means to the cud desired. 
.Vs to disc^ipliiie, the fiillier and mother 
shoiiUl understand that they are "no 
longer twain, but one tlesb." and act iu 
unison. In some families parenis rule; 
in others children rule, niid in others 
tliei'c is no rule. He warned parents 
aijaiiist showing iireferenee for some of 
their children, which was fre(]uently the 
cause of no little miscbief. and illustrat- 
ed this by .lacob's preference f(U- .loseph, 
lie condemned the practice indulged in 
by thoughtless parents of sp<'aking, and 
that often in the iiresence of the child- 
ren, of one child being dull and stupid, 
ami of another being bright and intelli- 
gent. He urged parents to be wisely 
liberal (o their children. They should 
give them— especially (heir boys— an in- 
terest iu their own business, if they ex- 
pect them to conteiUedly co-opera(e with 
their jiarcnts, or (o give them mainly the 
control of their own earnings- If (his 
were judiciously done, few of the boys, 
as (hey aiiiiroached laaiiluKxl, would 
show (iiscoiHeiit with (heir home re- 
s(ruiii(s, and a desire (o leave home, (o 
(he great anxiety and worry of the par- 
ents. Parents should exercise wise lib- 
eralilv in providing s^rts ttlld amuse- 
ments for their cl^ildren. . It is undesir- 
able, as well asv.imposslble, to put, an 
old head on yonng shoulders. Most 
amusements are Jiot sinful per se, and 
:ire injurious only .by their environments. 
If the young are not provided with 
amusements at home, they will seek 
them away from home, where the sur- 
roundings are such as to lead them to 
contract evil and injurious habits. The 
home should not be a place in which tin? 
cliildren simply I'at ami sleep, as is fre- 
quently the case, but should be made 
happ.v, bright, delightful and cheerful by 
music, amusements, games and litera- 
ture suitable to .voudi— literature bright, 
pure, versatile, elevating and wlnde- 
soiiie. Every good book is not suitable 
f<ir tht> youthful mind. " B<istoirs Four 
Fold Stale " is an excellent book, but 
few boys or girls coulil liiiil iileasure in 
reading it through. Much of (he li(era- 
ture ill circulation uow has the viper's 
(oolli cunningly concealed under a thin 
layer, and parents slioiild be wise in 
siipcriuteiiiling the class of lileratiirc 
which their children rend. Parents were 
urged to encourage llie Sunday school 
;ind help the teachers, the unpaid ininis- 
try of the church, b.v siiperinteniling ilui 
Sunday school home work, and thus 
showing their children that tlu-y are in- 
terested in tlu! school. The Sunday 
school is supposed only to supplement 
the instruction given in the home, for it 
was never intended to take the iilace of 
the home, although unt'ortunutcJy that 
now is the tendency. \"ery pointed and 
striking referenciJ ^y^ls made to boys 
being allowed to be out in the streets 
late at night, aud the speaker main- 
tained that most of the violation of luw 
by boys wos due. to this and the reading 
of bad literature. ' A book was found in 
the hands of a- boy under 14 years of 
age, in which were two incendiaries, 
three robberies, two burglaries and three 
murders, and the hero of the storj- was a 
youth iu bis teens, who succeeded in 
evading police, detectives arid spies. 
Such reading was sure to pave the way 
to gaol, penitentiai-y or guIlOwB, and for 
tlip crime of tho youth the parent was 
in part at least culpable. 

In conclusion, a strong appeal was 
made to parents to devote more of their 
time to their fumilics, and to bring their 
c hildren* with them' on Sabbath to the 
house of God, and have therii all sit to- 
gether in the family pew.

'.,a'32-fOot roadway and two sidewalks, 
six feet each, for about .fll 5,000. I nniy 
say that the same opinion us regards the 
most/suitable design to be adopted was 
exprtssod by a special committee, of 
which I had tho honor of being a mem- 
ber, appointed by the council of 1894 for 
the purpose of reporting on tho merits 
of several designs for a permanent way 
across James Bay. If tho Hats fdionhl 
he reclaimed, it would not bo neoossary 
to fill thoin in to a greater lieiglit than 
■about four foot iibovo o.xtreme higli 
water, which wotdd ho aboo.t 10 feet In- 
low the level of thi' roadway. And if it 
should bo doeide<l to form them into 
]doasuro grounds, they wouhl. in tlic 
event of a causeway being adopted, bo 
praotioally cut ofE from direct communi- 
cation with tho water for all time, ex- 
cepting by crossing over tho omhank- 
ment. If an arched bridge is decided 
on, it would not interfere in dealing with 
tlio roolaimod ground ill any nnmnor 
that might ho decided on, ami from an 
artistic point of view would bo much 
more in harmony with thi> handsome 
buildings already eon.'itructod near either 
end of tho bridge. The oo.st of con- 
structing a bridge would bo very matcri- 
allv reduced if tho work of filling in the 
Hats were first undertaken. I have the

As an allcrna- 
tive tho engineer suggested, how'<ver, 
tl-.at the onunoil replace with pipe drains 
that would form part of a permanent 
i4ystoin of surface drainage. This [ilan 
presented itself favorably to the mayor, 
and the report went to the street com- 
mittee for careful consideration. 

U. V. lUthet & Co., Ltd., offered the 
council some 1.500 barrels of Portland 
cement, at stated prices and terms, for 
delivery about February, the tender be- 
ing debated at considerable length and 
then't tabled. . ' , , 

• Kesldents of Shakespeare street asked 
for a sidewalk, and those of JInss stroi t 
for' a wnter-pipo e.x tension— tlio foruu-r 
petition going to tho street committee 
and the latter to the wafer commissioner. 

• A third petition asked that the Super- 
ior street drain be extended to deep 
water, to-afford tho advantages origin- 
ally contemplated. The stibjoct will he 
reported on by tho street committee and 
city engineer. 

In a report from the firo wardens, it 
was rncommondod that " in view of his 
long and faithful' service," one month's 
pav (.TOO) ho allowed the wiTlow of the 
late Driver Kinsev; that Callman John 
Garden bo appointed to tho permanent 
force to fill tho vacancy created by Mr. 
Kinsey's death; and that F. J. Shep- 
pard iie aei'opted as call man. It was 
further snggi-sted that all communiea- 
tions from dealers be placed on file. Tho 
report was adopted, as was also one 
from the liome eommiftoe recommending 
the admission of Dnrius Kinsborry and 
James Thomas Kiinpp. 

The street committee in their report 
reenmniended that a throo-plnnk side- 
walk be laiil from North Pandora street 
along Stanley avenue, east side: that 
•tho eitv engineer oxainine into and re- 
port regarding the matter of laying a 
:i00-foot box drain along the north side 
of Xorfh Chatham street, extending east 
from Rtanlev avenuo; that a six-foot 
sidewalk bo laid on Cook street, between 
Port and View, at nn estimated cost of 
$4T; that, about 200 feet of two-plank 
walk he laid on Edmonton road,', south 



side, and oast from Cedar Ilill road; 
that Monzies street bo repaired with 
broken stone, from Belleville to Superior 
street, between Monzies street aud Bird- 
cage walki that $125 be .espended in 
improving Johnson street, ::betwoen 
Douglas and Blauchard; that tlie grav- 
elling of Fernwood road, J)e continued to 
Bodwell street, at ou'estuaated cost of 
."ii^OO; that some gravel 'tie" put on the 
alley back of thfe North ^Ward school, 
between'^Kirig'ilirbnd and Hillsido avi- 
nuo, at ah estimated cost of .?125; and 
that the water eonuuissioner report to 
the council the estimated cost of repair- 
ing the fountain at the junction of Uov- 
ornmoiit and Douglas streets and put- 
ting it in proper running order. This re- 
port was adopted, Aid. Phillips, in iiass- 
ing, dirocting attention to the necessity 
for sidewalk improvement on upper Fort 
street, and Aid, WUsou decrying tho 
constructiou of more wooden sidewalks, 
which would prove ii contiiuuil source of 
annoyaneo and ox[iense, oxpcrienco hav- 
ing taught the council tho superiority of 
tho eiiuft'r walks. 

A (luiet smile was i)rovoked by the let- 
ter of a valiant nu'iulier of tho lOgeria's 
(■ompaiiy, who iiitimateil that he intend- 
ed to leave Her Majesty's service in eon- 
so(inenee of having hoard that the coun- 
cil was lo(dving for a good reliobie man 
to swing tho railway bridge. This was 
news to tho council, and the clerk was 
iiistnu tod to so inform the accommodat- 
ing sailor man. ' " • 

On Aid. Phillips' resolution being 
reached requesting u detailed statement 
from tho auditor of the amounts maiang 
up the present cash surplus, the mayor 
announced that he had had the auditor 
furnish the information sought as soon 
as the notice of resolution went on tin- 
board, tho document prepared by Mr. 
Uayimir being as lierouiuler;

The axe th?it Attorney-Qenjeral Martin 
raised over Polico Magistrate Maerao on 
October 28 has falien :it last and chopped 
off his utnclal head. It came in the 
shape of an odlcinl communication dated 
November 19 aud signed by the provin- 
cial secretary, in effect setting fortli that 
the Liout.-Gnvcruor-iu-couiioil had boon 
pleased to rescind Mr. Macrae's appoint- 
ments as police uiiigistrute of tho city of 
Victoria, justice of the peace and sti- 
pendiary magistrate for the county of 
Victoria. 

Tho excuse for this summary action is, 
of course, the Liddy case, while Mr. 
Macrae ^?as suspended by the attorney- 
general on the pretext that Liddy did not 
get a fair hearing. Probably it was the 
attornoy-gouerars intense desire to act 
iiiipartially that caused him, because ho 
claimed Liddy did not got a fair hearing, 
to forthwith bring about Mr. Macrae's 
dismissal utterly regardless of that goii- 
tleinan's roiinest for an investigation. 

Ilitlierto Mr. Maerao has docliiiod to 
made public his side of ^ tho fpiostion, 
for he was unwilling to think that he 
would he dismissed without being allow- 
ed to exoiiorato himself 1-y moans of an 
ollicial investigation. Tliough he has 
twice writloii asking for siiyh an iiniuiry 
his letters have both boo;i ignored by tho 
governinoiit and instead now comes the 
dismissal couched in brief terms. 

When spoken to upon the subject yes- 
terday, Mr. Macrae said that under, the 
circumstances attending his dismissal he 
felt now at liberty to'ranke public some- 
thing about his side of the case. 

On the morning ol October 28, Mr. 
Macrae explained, tie attorney-general 
caiiK^ to him and inJormcd him that a 
sailor n.imed Liddy rt'ho had been son- 
tenccil 11 couple of n-ocks before to a 
fortiiiclit imprisonnicit for refusing duty 
bad coniplaiiiod to liiji that day tliat tho 
liolice niagistrate had not treated him 
fairly. To this Mr. Macrae reiilied that 
111' would refresh his ineinory by looking 
up the record anil woild see the attorney- 
general ill the :iftern.on. This a[ipoint- 
iiieiit was kept at 2 /clock. "We only 
liail been a very few niiuutos in convor- 
salioii." said Mr. Ilncrao, "and bad 
not had time to go into any details of 
I be case, when the ntiorrfey-generni burst 
out with; • 

"'Why, sir, this is.-i gross outrage on 
justice; I susiiend yiii.' 

"'What' I exclained: 'do you as al- 
tcrne.v-general, .suspinl nie on the iiii- 
swomn testimony of i seaman you novi'r 
saw till this moniiig, and bociiuso it 
differs with the conclision arrived at by 
the magistrate who huird the sworn tes- 
timony?' i . 

" 'Yos. I suspend jlou,' answered Mr. 
Martin. r- 

" 'Will yon oblige pe by putting that 
in writing".'' I asked. Mr. Martin said he 
would and tho interv'cw ended." 

That saino day, Octdior 28, Mr. Mac- 
rae received his letter if suspension, the 
reason for the susiieirion being in ef- 
fect that Lidily at the time lie refuiod 
duty on the Tartar had .flioved that be 
had boon iliscliargcd the irovious nigat, 
hut tliiit the niagistrate woihl not listen 
to his story and had refusod to give lim 
a proiier hearing. Tie letter stated ttat 
the police odicers win wore in court (sr- 
roborated Liddy'a stiry. 

Tlio facts of the ciso as given hy llr. 
^lacrac are quito diforont. Ho says tliat 
whereas the captainof tho Tartar had 
told Liddy tho night :i'foro that lie would 
disclitrgo liini, tho olcer had changed his 
mind in the inorninfimd ordered Liddy 
to go to work. .\ seaman is not dis"- 
chnrged until ho Inl signed off before 
the shipping maste and Mr. Macrae 
was satisfied by hi^uestions to Liddy 
who had been at seiE2 years and there- 
fore was well awarfthat he had to sign 
off before he was Ischarged, tlnit tho 
man was not tellin the truth when ho 
said ho boliovGd le was discharged. 
Liddy know porfocr well when he dis- 
obeyed that lie wa not discharged and 
it was for that reim that ho was son- 
tciiced to a term ' imprisonniont, hut 
that tenn was thcaiininium under the 
iiet. This is JlrMaerao'.s statement 
and furthermore hdenies that tho po- 
lice otllcers who in court corrobor- 
ated Liddy's storys Mr. Martin stated 
in his letter. 

In the belief, hoover, that the attor- 
ney-general and hseif were scunowhat 
nt cross-purposes I the matter, Jlr.

How will it be now that they nre 
under Washlngtou InUuences V The bound- 
ary line was cstabllBbcd iu IS-o between 
Great Britain and Russia and the Uuited 
States became heirs or successors to the 
Russian possoBsIon by the purchase of Alas- 
ka for the sum of $7,200,000. For years 
Canada endcovorcd to bring the Uuited 
States into a reasonable frame of mind so 
that the true meaning of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian Treaty might be determined, but it was 
not until six years ago that the matter 
was brought to a dclhiiti' Issue. 

By vlrtUL- of tho eonventlou of July U'->, 
IS'J:!, between the United States aud (irout 
lUitulu, It was decided that a eolnoldoal 
of joint survey should be made of llio toi- 
rltory adjacent to the boundary line uf the 
United States uud Canada dividing Alaska 
from British Columbia and the Northwest 
Territory of Canada. Two conuuissiouers 
were to bo appointed, one by each of the 
high contracting parties, with a view to 
the ascertalnmcut of the facts and data 
necessary to the permanent dcUmlUtlon 
of the boundary line, In accordonce with 
tlie spirit and Intent of the existing treat- 
ies lu regard to it, between Great Britain 
and llussla ami between the United States 
and Kassla. Mr. W. F. King, Dominion 
astronomer, was the comniissioiier for tlie 
lirltlsh government, T. C. .Metidenlmll, 
then chief of the goodutie aud coast sur- 
vey of the United States, being the Amer- 
ican represeutatlve. When .Mr. -Mcndi^u- 
uall resigned bis posllon as bead of the 
geodetic survey, he was succeeded by Cen.

FIXING IIP aBCIPROOITY. 

The Present Free Lists of Both Coun- 
tries to Be Made Permanent in a> 
Treaty. 

Washington, Nov. 19.— The Anglo-Ain- 
erican commission held no session to- 
day, but the two sides held separate con- 
ferences for the purpose of arranging 
thoir data for. the next joint session on 
Tuesday. 

Reciprocity continues to he the miiin 
Buliject of discussiou and it is nndcr- 
stood that the lumber item is receiving 
considerable attention. It is probable 
that the free list.q in tho tariff acts of 
Canada and tho United States will bo in- 
corporated in any reciprocity ngrocmeut 
which may be reported, and it is pointed 
out by member.s of the coinmissiou that 
this will be important in giviuK the free 
lists a permanent form as parts of a 
treaty, rather than a changeable form 
:is part of the general statutes. Besides 
tho articles at present on the free lists 
cfTorls are being made to extend the lists 
as far SB possible on products in whicli 
tlu! countries do not come Into compe- 
tion.

In other words, had 
done sufUcient under the law of nations to 
give her jurisdictiou there. Great Britain 
agreed to Russia retaining possession of the 
coast upon the condition that she should 
have not merely an easement by au e(iual 
right In the navigation of the rivers which 
flow from the territory recognized as be- 
longing to the United Kingdam through 
the Bnsslan margin to the sea. .- 

The chief point to be' Artermlned by the 
comlssloners is the meaning -of the third 
and fourth articles of the Anglo-Russian 
treaty, which read as follows: 

' Tho line of demarcation between tho 
possessions of the high contracting parties 
upon the coast of tlie coutiiieiit and the 
islands of America to the nortliwest sliall 
bo drawn thus: Ccunnienciiig from the 
southwest point of the Island called I'riiice 
of Wales Island, whleii point lies In the 
parallel of 7A degrees 4U minutes north lati- 
tude, ami between the 13l8t and tlie lolird 
degree west longitude (meridian or Green- 
wich) the said lino shall ascend to the 
north along the channel called Portland 
channel, as far as the point of the eonti- 
ueut where it strikes the SCth degree of 
north latitude from this last mentioned 
point the line of demarcation shall follow 
the summit of the mountains situate par- 
allel to the coast as far as the point of 
Intersection of the Mist degree, wi.'st longi- 
tude (of the same meridian) and, linally, 
from the said point of Intersection thi' said 
mc-rldhm Hue of 1-ilH degree hi Its pruloag- 
atiou as far as the frozen ocean shall form 
the limit between Hassia and British pos- 
nesslons on the continent of America to 
the northwest. 

"With reference to the Hue of demarca- 
tion laid 'down in tho preceding- article It 
is understood (1) Wot the Island called 
Prince ot Wales iBland shall, belong wholly 
to Russia; (2) That wherever the summit 
of the mountains which extend In a direction 
Iiarallel to the coast, from tlie ."ititli ck'gn 
north latitude, to the jioliit of liitersectlou 
(jf the Mist degree, west longitude, sliall 
prove to be at the distance of niiu-e tli.-iii 
tell marine leagues from the ocean, llii' 
limit between the Britlsli possessions and 
the Hue of coast which is to belong to 
/tussla, as nbove mentioned, shall be 
formed by a line parallel to the windings 
of the coast, and which shall never exceed 
the distance of ten marine' leagues there- 
from." 

"It Is admitted," said the official,, "un- 
der the law of nations, that whoie nn Inlet 
or arm of the sea Is less than rI^ miles 
wide such water Ig the territorial water of 
the country In which it Is situated; in 
other words, what Is known as the three- 
mile limit around the coast of any eouutrj' 
is recognized by all clvlllxed nations as 
within Ibe territorial jurisdiction of such 
country. A.ssunilug this contention as like- 
ly to be ncceiited liy arbitrators who may 
be appointed, as Is not unlikely, It one 
examines carefully a topographical map of 
tho Lynn canal, we find that the territorial 
waters of; the United Htfttos commence at 
Point Bridget, at the "moufh of' Berner's 
bay. Here the, Lynn cnnnl Is less than 
six mllcB 'T^lde;*' V'RC'nding the treaty wllli 
tills point as tiio Initial starting pliice, ten 
marine leagues from I'olnt Bridget would 
bring us to I'olnt Seduction, wlilch would 
bi! the northerly limit of the UnltiMl Slates' 
Jurisdiction. If tlie arbit rii tors recognize 
this view, then Iiyi'a would be twenty-two 
nautloal miles within British territory, and 
Skugway sixteen."

M UNICir.VL KLICCTIOXS. 

Advice to tlie Voters of London Also 
Applicable to A'ictoria's Sittiatioii. 

"Dux" lu Loudon Sunday Chronicle. 

Nc.\t Tuesday residents In tho towns ot 
Kuglaud will have to choose once more 
the men who shall manage their affairs 
during the coming year. This duty Is apt 
to Ho yety ■ lightly ; on .the conscience of 
most of the electors; and yet the acloctlou 
of worthy and intelilgeut councillors Is 
probably of greater Importance th»n the 
choice of Intelligent and high thinking mem- 
bers of parliament. So far as the ordinary 
dally life of the citizen Is coucerned )w 
Is likely to llutl tho sclt-'Ctlon uf i\ .'<et of 
Incompetent (■omicillors with low Ideals 
far more injurious to lils comfort and well 
being than the return of a stupid represen- 
tative to parliament. The work of a mmii- 
eipiil corpuratlon grows more onerous, com- 
plex aud dlfllcult every year; aldermen and 
councillors must not now be mere guzzlers 
and doits, and the elector who deliberately 
votes for a stupid or Incompetent rcprc- 
seiitatlve of his ward Is deliberately en- 
deavoring to secure the bad administratlou 
of his own and bis neighbors' aSairs. Yet 
this sort of foolisbuess is perpetrated every 
year. You luivc only to recall some coun- 
cillors you know to be aware of tho un- 
fortunate stupidity which brings such men 
to otdce. How does it cpialify a man 
to be a councillor that he has Ijecn a liirg 
ratepayer In the ward for HO years, or that 
he has been a Sunday school superlnteiiilciit 
for liaif that time, or that he Is resolved to 
prevent any increase In the rates'? Itega- 
larity lu ratcpaying is a slgu of solvency 
rather than intelligence; the Sunday school 
argument is un appeal to cunt; and the 
man whose only aim is to reduce the rates 
Is a hopelcsa boggier, whose presence on 
the council should be proof of the stupidity 
of the district. Heavy rates are to be 
avoided If possible, but It Is fiir more im- 
portant that good government should be 
secured, that the city should be healthy, 
well supplied wltii the elemental iieci-ssl- 
tles of gooil domestic life, and well found 
lu all that tends to the betterment of the 
livie condition. Sagacious aud eiiilgliteiied 
business men will secure this good gov- 
ernment nvlth due economy la rates; bat 
for heaven's sake have nothing to do with 
the mere economist, or the man who sub- 
ordinates good civic government to party 
aggrandisement. 

You are robbing yourself It you send in- 
cfllclout men to the town council, merely 
because they are friends of yours or neigh- 
bors, or ratepayers, or party men. You 
c.innot afford to let a fool manage your 
public affairs any more than you can af- 
ford to pay a fool to uiauagi> your private 
husluess. The .Munlcipulity of to-day is an 
Immense business concern, moved liy a high 
public policy; and it must be conducted 
with as much care, .ubllity ami foresight 
as the greatest private trading corporation. 
The amount of money Invested in munici- 
pal enterprise Is enormous. In 1875 It was 
£02,820,100; in 1805 it had grown to £'235,- 
335,040, Which was the amount of money 
borrowed by municipalities for public works 
on the security of the rates. You cannot 
afford to give Incompetent men any power 
over the application of so yrent a sum of 
money. The low rate of .'Uerest which 
the municipality has to pay Is proof not 
niendy ot Us prosperity, but of general 
conlidenee lu the soundness of civic gov- 
ernment. Still we are ail aware of the 
inferiority of a part of the material of 
governuieut, and conscious of the success 
with which tills minority besmirches the 
high ideals and the aspirations of the more 
enlightened majority. Some years ago Mr. 
Chamberlain spoke very boldly on this 
point. "The proper conduct of these niuiil- 
clpal institutions," he said, "is essential, 
Is important, nt any rate to all classes of 
the comnmnlty, but to' the working class 
It is almost a matter uf necessity. It is 
the only means by which constitutionally 
their condition can be Improv<'d, their sur- 
roiuidlugs can be raised, their opportuni- 
ties eniargi'd. Tlie iirlme oltjects are to 
tiling together all classes Is a wise co- 
opeu-atlon fm' the common good by means 
of which you bring within the reach of all 
iippiirtuiilties, necessaries, luxuries which 
otherwise wo.ild only be the enjoyment 
and the privilege of the few— health, 
fort, recreation and education." The three 
tondltlons by which good governr 
made possible he declorcd to be the charac- 
ter and ability of the men who for the 
love of their work serve the. town in the 
capacity oi its elected representatives; the 
ability and Integrity Of the permanent of- 
llcials, and the Intelligent Interest which 
IS taken lu public work by the bulk of 
the .doctors of the city. In other words, 
the ratepayers are the shareholders In the 
corporation, a:id they should cuoose for 
tliidr directors the' ineii who will make the 
business return them tho best dividend. 

It is a man.v-slded business; men of the 
best parts only arc fit to control It. The 
municipality nowadays oulldM water works, 
harbors, piers, docks, schools, parks, mar- 
kets, gasworks, severs and roads. It runs 
tramways and stcain ferry-boats, It farms 
land, and, utilizing Its ' own. traste* even 
enters Into business In tho fertilizer trode. 
It supiilles electric light, and hydraulic 
pov,-er; It Is even to bo endowed with Hie 
privilege ot setting up the local telephone 
system. It Is. resiioiislble for the mental 
iiourlshnieut of the citizens by Its lllirarles; 
for their physical nourishment through Its 
markets, lalragea and cold stores; for their 
comfort by Its model dwelling houses; for 
tiielr health by Its good sewers. Its demoli- 
tion of Blums and its regard for sanitary 
eoudltlons; for good roads, good lighting, 
good water and good means of transit, 
And it is even permitted to.entQr Into^.stui 
more onerous undertakings, as/at'Pifcstonl 
where the corporation has built .dqcks. and 
opened the Rtbblc to the ,*ea,,''or 'at,, Man- 
chester, where tho corporation controls 
tae ship canal. The municipality to-day 
has, I repeat, to perform a task of far 
more Immediate Importance to you and me 
than the House of Commons, with all Its 
loftiness and bombast. The limits of muul 
cliial trading are hard to set down. "The 
true field for municipal activity," says Mr. 
(.'liamberlalii, " Is llmlt(Ml to tho.se things 
winch tho community can do bettor than 
the private Individual." Says anpther au 
thorlty: "Municipal trading should bo con 
lined to tho provision of those necessities 
of civlllzatloh which are' so Idrge as to be 
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supply, ond do not form part of any gov- 
ernment department." Well, It Is not be- 
yond the power of Individual effort to pro- 
vide gns or water,, or electric light, or to 
\\\\\ tramways; and Mr. Ch'amberlalu's 
wider maxim Is better, because It iieriults 
the ciimniuuity to provide these necessi- 
ties. If It can iirovlde them better than the 
individual. That Is the real test, after 
all. So far as we have carried It muni- 
cipal trading baa been conducted very much 
to the lUdvautage of tin? community; It 
iuis been JustllU'd In most pidiits by results; 
and though It may have reached Its due 
limit In many towns it must always remain 
ou a great scale and demand the most 
expert mnnagcmcnt Here, then, Is the 
strongest argument for' the choice of tht! 
best men dext: Tuesday. 'Send no man 
back to the coinctl because he is a bail- 
fellow-well-met .and ready to stand a drink 
on occasion; vote for no man merely be- 
enufse he Is ambitious to be among tho 
city fathers aud c.'alms your support. Let 
party have less to do with your vote 
th.iii with your dinner. The only party 
you call afford to belong to lu such mat- 
ters is the party of lutelllgence, which 
knows neither Libtnillsm nor Toryism, but 
is coiupoumierl iif the best elemeuta o 
both. In short, aHk yourself wlilcli Is th 
Intelligent man, the most likely to secure 
the greatest efficlclcy ot government, com- 
bined with reasomble economy In rates. 
When you have fiund this man, if you 
are lucky enough /o do so at all, vote for 
him next Tuesday and commend yourself 
for having done i>ur duty as a citizen.
